About Our City Hospital and Its Ex- 
tension. 

After a long silence, we would again call the 


atiention of the members of the Common Coun- 


cil to the urgent necessity of making an addition 
to the present building. 

Last {fall this subject wae freely discussed in 
veth Boards. and the conclusion, after much de- 
lay, was reached that it would be impracticable, 
at that time, to vote an appropriation, because (1) 
the work could not be ished during the 


winter; (2) because the General Council was not - 


anthorized to incur further liabilities during that 
fiscal year. 

&o far as weather is concerned’ bricklayers and 
plasterers have mot, since the winter began. 
been compelled to cease their labors only for a 
few days at any time, and if the ordinance had 
passed when itshould have passed the contract 
would have been made and the whole job would 
have been now wel!-nigh completed. 

The fiscal year closed in December. Whatever 
digabilities encumbered the General Council 
heretofore have ceased to exist. ‘The first month 
ofa new year is nearly gone, and still no move- 
ment has been made in efther Board to revive the 
subject of making an addition to the present ia- 
commodious building. 

While Cincinnati, New Orleans, st. Louis, Bos- 
ton, New York, Baltimore, Chicago and other 
large cities have an average hospita] eapacity of 
one bed to every six hundred itnhabitguts, our 
city does not now show, all the private and 
pubilc hospitals tncluded, more than one bed to 
every fourtcen hundred inkabiiants.
